Louls merchants to avail themselves of 
west side terminals.

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AGENTS SUE CLEAGE 
FOR COMMISSIONS 


They Claim Over $28,000 for Induc- 
ing Persons to Invest With 


the Company. 


Cleage Commission Co., filed suit in the 
circult court Friday for commissions al- 
leged to be due agents of the company 
to the amount of $28,349.32. 

This claim is based on a commission of 
lL per cent a month on amounts solicited 
and turned over to Thomas A. Cleage for 
investment, aggregating §$1,248,5/2. The 
largest month's business done by 18 
agents whose claims have been assigned 
to J. D. Cory for the purpose %f bringing 
the action was $214,000. 

The petition alleges that investors to the 
number of 555 invested sums ranging from 
$ to $9000 through these 18 agents, who 
were to receive a commission on the 
amounts allowed to remain in Cleage’'s 
hands every month. Only small sums 


were paid on account. 

The largest single item of the suit 
$14,502.60, claimed by Dr. A. C. Grahn to be 
due him as commission for acting as gen- 
eral agent of the company, as ne was to 
have received 1 per cent on all business 
brought in by his appointees. 

These agents are all of the State of Cal- 
ifornia, and their operations covered a pe- 
riod of seven months, from November, 190, 
to June, 1903. 

Every agent invested money on his own 
account. in amounts from $200 to $3500. Only 
commissions are sued for in this action, 
although a number of suits to recover 
money invested have been filed by other 
depositors recently. 

McShane and Goodwin are the attorneys 
for Cory. to whom the California agents 
assign their claims. 

The petition. with its attached exhibits, 
is the bulkiest that has been filed in the 
circuit court for many years. It contains 
150 typewritten pages, making a book an

SLIPS TO DEATH 
ON BANANA. SKIK 


Spinal Injury Received in Chance 
Fall on Pavement Results 
Fatally. , 


Dennis Carroll, 4 years old, who lived gt 
the foot of Destrehan street, died at the 
City Hospital from an injury to his back, 
received July 6 by falling on a banana 
skin. 

He was returning home late at night, 
and at the corner of Broadway and Des- 
trehan street stepped on a banana skin 
He was unable to get on his feet again, 
and lay where he had fallen until a pass- 
erby found him and called an ambulance.

SHERIFF’S MEN RESPOND 
TO WILD FALSE ALARM. 


A report that a mob was coming to lib- 
erate Collins early this morning, caused 
Sheriff Bruch. to call out his posse of 
guards and deputies They sat in_ the 
sourthouse yard for an hour, and no one 
came.

Sherif? ‘‘Tom" Bruch, pronourced here 
as though it was spelled Bru, with a long 
u has summoned the pick of the hardy 
farmers of Fraklin County to aid him in 
caring for George Collins, who is regarded 
as the most desperate prisoner the county 
has ever had in its keeping. 

It is the boast of the sheriff's temporary 
guards that every one of them is a good 
enough marksman to hit a squirrel nine 
times out of ten in its leap between two 
treeg. 

Amos Booth, one of these men, owns a 
nice house in St. Clair, and makes a good 
living, but there is an excitment connected 
with a peace, officer's career that he likes. 
He has been shot twice while in the per- 
formance of official duties, but he says 
that he doeg not fear another such mishap, 
as he has learned to shoot first. 


Booth got his wounds chasing Bill Ru- 
dolph. At least he though it was Kudoiph, 
hat was five years ago in March, eleven 
months after Rudolph, Bill Jeifries and 
Herman Henrichson had al!] but killed 
the ageG Mr. Schwartz of Dry Branch, 
near the Rudolph home in the Stanton 
neighbgrhood, while robbing the house. 

Booth sits outside the courthouse while 
Collins is inside, a shotgun in his lap, 
He seldom removes his eyes from the 
courtroom windows. He says hig orders 
are to shoot to kill, should any ons jump 
from — window. 

On the other side of the courthouss sits 
Frank Wellerford, a little man, who looks 
like a mountain uide. Wellerford has 
seen plenty of outdoor life, and is an ex- 
pert shot. The least commotion in the 
courtroom brings these men to their feet. 
Louis Vedder admits that he ran from 
the two revolvers used by Collins and Ru- 
dolph at the Rudolph home. The big old 
house in which the Rudolphs 
once used as a boarding house for the 
men at a mine, long since deserted. Ved- 
der, Schumacher and two other men 
knocked at one of the doors of the house, 
when Rudolph and Collins jumped from 
door a short distance along the front of 
the house and commenced firing. 

Vedder ran, and no one has blamed him 
for it. He is now. Collins’ personal guard 
in daytime. There is usually another man 
with him. Sometimes it is a Pinkerton 
man, but usually another deputy.

City Hospital Physicians Say Arsenic 
in Cooking Dish Poisoned 
Family. 


Physicians at the City Hospital exon- 
erate the navy bean from being the 
cause of the illness of the Autler fam- 
ily. Two members of the family have 
been treated at that institution for ar- 
senical poisoning, whose first symptom 
appeared 10 months ago. 

Chronic arsenical poisoning is the 4di- 
agnosis in this case that was of interest 
to the physicians, because of its rarity. 

After eating warmed over beans for 
supper the entire family was taken vio- 
lently ill. The beans had been eaten at 
dinner time without any Ill effect. Ever 
since the supper, a strange disease af- 
fecting the nerves has been troubling 
every member of the family. 

It is thought that some of the family’ 
food was cooked in a vessel onameted 
with an arsenic glaze, which caused a 
gradual degradation of the nerves. 

When the vessel ceased to be used, the 
cumulative effects of the poison ap- 
peared, and mother and daughter were 
taken to the hospital.

PAY TO LEAVE 


Declares That He Proposed to Leave 
United States for $100,000 and 
Not Appear Against the Indicted 
Senators, ; 


ACCUSES HIM OF 
TRUMPING UP CHARGES 


Determined to Discredit the Ex-Lieu- 
tenant-Governor as Much as Possi- 
ble, He Makes Public Letters Lee 
Sent to Him. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TORONTO, Ontario, July 17.—I have ne 
hesitancy in declaring that Gov. Lee has 
tried to squeeze money out of all the 
friends of the senators under indictment 
in Missouri for boodling. His proposition 
was that he would leave the United States 
if he were paid $190,000 and not appear as a 
witness against the men whom he has 
caused to be indicted on the charge of 
bribery. He has simply resorted to black- 
mail in trumping up his charges against 
Senators Matthews, Farris and Smith and 
he has falled to accomplish his purpose.” 

Daniel J. Kelley, agent of the Baking 
Powder Trust, under three indictments for 
bribery in connection with the alum -bak- 
ing powder scandal, made ‘the foregoing 
statement to a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ént today. 

Kelley is particularly bitter against Lea, 
who he says borrowed $1000 from an inde- 
pendent manufacturer of alum baking 
powder during the recent session of the 
Missouri Legislature. 

Kelley denied that he had given Lee 
$1000 for the purpose of influencing legisla- 
tion, saying: ‘“‘Lee could do nothing for me 
at the last session on account of being 
tied up with the alum manufacturers.
